VICTORIES OF PEACE. 

Ineomp.table Coat »r Rerolatlaaa te the 
Spautnh-Amorlean It. pu I.I In. 

How costly and demoralizing to the 
industries of a country aro civil com- 
motions is oloarly sho wn in the recent 
message of President Terra to tho 
L'ruguyan Congress. In order to cover 
the deficit caused by the recont revolu- 
tion (he Government is forced to Issue 
an internal loan for $a,ooo,ooo, and 

largely to inn ca.su customs tariff. The 
annual revenue of the Bopublle is abont 
•12,000,OUO, and there is an existing 
debt of some 960,000.000. so that the 
deficit noted is a serious matter for 
the Government Tho increase of 
customs duties must diminish importa- 
tion, and so there is likely to bo a re- 
duction in the total customs receipts, 
or at least no perceptible augmenta- 
tion. W hat the cost of rev ol ut ions hss 
bceu to tho Spanish-American Repub- 
lics of this hemuiphere it would be dif- 
ficult to compute. If wo take Into 
consideration not merely tho pecuniary 
expenditure— the smallest part in fact 
— but the loss through tho retarding of 
material development It will be seon 
that thousands of millions of dollars 
will barely express the fact Peace, 
such as Mexico is now enjoying, and 
has enjoyed for a long term of years, 
is of inestimable value. Under tho 
influence of this profound peace not 
less than $150,000,000 in foreign capi- 
tal has boon invested here (a high au- 
thority says ($200,1X0,1X10), not a sin- 
gle dollar of which would havo been 
placed in this country had civil strife 
boon prevalent Tho national wealth 
is to-day increasing at a rate little 
suspected by those who are unaware 
of tho improvements being introduced 
on tho haciendas by enterprising pro- 
prietors and in mining operations by 
their managers. We regard the present 
condition of affairs in this country as 
highly encouraging, and also as gratify- 
ing from the standpoint of the most ex- 
acting patriotism. Ten years more of 
profound internal peace and Mexico 
will have incroasod Its aggregate 
wealth by at least a billion of dollars. 
If, in the meantime, immigration is 
oncouraged, the country will have so 
grown in physical strength as to bo in 
a much better condition to resist 
foreign aggression. When the passions 
and irritations of tho moment shall 
have passed away, it will bo clearly 
discornod by all thoughtful minds that 
tho country has every thing to gain by 
maintaining public order. After tho 
civil commotion of nearly seventy 
years, tho Nation demands a period of 
repose, a chance to take breath and 
pursuo tho arts of peace. War hath its 
victories, but those of peace endure. 
Witli material welfare will come nation- 
al strength nnd dignity. Mexico must 
bo aided by tho combined efforts of all 
her sons to win the race into which tho 
great republics of South Amorica have 
entered, that for the supremacy Iu 
Spanish- Amerioon civilization. -'iUxi- 
can financier. 



THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 

Ulatory of the Org-anliatloo. of Thla Use* 
fill Aid to Oor Military Hyatem. 

Tho Signal Servioo of tho United 
States was first made known in 1859. 
Major Myer. then an assistant surgeon 
in tho Untt'id States army, announced 
his dis ovory of a system of signals by 
which orders of information could be 
transmitted by sight or by sound over 
distances varying from ono to fifteen 
miles with the most perfect accuracy. 
The messages could b.i transmitted 
either by firing cannon, waving flags, 
displaying lanterns, throwing up rock- 
ets or oven waving forage caps. Small 
flags were regarded as tite most simple 
means of thus telegraphing, anil with 
an equipment weighing but sixteen 
pounds and an opera gla-s messages 
wero easily transmitted seven or eight 
miles. The system was fully L-sted by 
different officers, and in June, 1800. it 
was proposed in tho Senate to establish 
the grade of "signal olllcor," that thu 
inventor ni ght have n suitable rank, 
and instruct others in this art of tele- 
graphing by light or by sound. Tito 
"socret" of the system was an ingeni- 
ous cipher, the characters of which 
wore expressed by emotions or by 
sounds, with repetitions and different 
intervals of time elapsing. Tho propo- 
sition met with favor both in the Sen- 
ate and in the Hois". Senator Crit- 
tenden hoped "to give the young offieor 
who has brouiht this system to such 
perfection that it will bo usoful In tho 
army, a position which will enable him 
to introduce and familiarize tho uso of 
it" Senator Wil'on and others also 
urged the appointment Jefferson 
Davis bitterly opposed it He even 
sneered at the proposod appointment, 
as "anomalous in tho military service 
and improper, and if thu doctor ltad 
boon an oduca'.ed soldier ho. never 
would have thought of such a reward." 
Mallury echoed Davis in denouncing 
the appointment as "a high-handed at- 
tempt on tho ciprit tit. eor/n of tho 
army," and others joined him, but tho 
signal corp.. was established, the Sen- 
ate vote being thirty-on-' against twen- 
ty-four. Duvia immediately had Major 
Myer ordered by Floyd, of New Mexi- 
co, anil dirooted to communicate thu 
eyntem of signal to those who after- 
wards lo adroitly us -d it in tho Con- 
federate forces, Alajor Myer remained 
loyal, cam - to Washington, and at 
once so ohangod and raviscd his sys- 
tem of cipher that it was perfectly un- 
intelligible to all not In his score'. A 
signal corps was organized of Lieuten- 
ants and sergeants, detailed from dif- 
ferent regiments, They were en. 
Damped at Bed Hill, just above George- 
town, and there thoroughly trained. 
Kaeh adjutant waa also initiated into 
the system, and the penalty for disclos- 
ing it, excopt under orders, to friend 
or foo, was death. The corps was of 
great value during tho war, but (!an- 
eral Myor lived but a few years after- 
wards, having meanwhile perfocted 
his invention and added to it weather 
reports, -lie i: 1'trlcy I'oort, in Bq .low 
liutljeL 

A GIRAFFE'S MEMORY, .

Tormentor of a Year Ago. 

The funniest thing I over saw or 
heard of In connection with tho mem- 
ory of animals happened ono year 
wlton I was out West with a traveling 
menagerie.

The drums, 
flags, banners and theliko were adopted 
gradually, in carrying on the purpose 
of attracting the people."

FIELD MARSHAL MOLTKE. 

A vi. li to the Oreat German Sinter let .1 
■III Country I'l.oe at Crelaau. 

Twonty yoars ago the name of Crol' 
ssn was never spoken of, but Moltke 
has made the place famous, just as Bis- 
marck has thrown lustor on Varzin. 
Hero in rural quiet, far from the activ- 
ity of the city, Field Marshal Count 
von Moltke has set up for himself a 
Tuscitlanuin, where in the utmost se- 
clusion he recruits his strength after 
tho fatigue of tho winter. Having 
intercourse only with his nephew and 
bis Immediate neighbors, he assemblos 
hero new forces for his work. Chatting 
on tho way, we caino at last to tho vil- 
lage of Crelsau, and soon wo arrived 
at the castle, it is a plain, quadran- 
gular building, with one story and a 
high gable. General von Moltke ac- 
quired this seat with the money given 
to him by tho grateful fatherland. 
On both sides of tho iron steps 
leading to the hall aro great can 
non, taken in tho French war at 
Mont Vdlerlen and afterwards pre- 
sented by the Emperor to tho Count. 
They aro bronze, and are covered all 
over with reliefs and chased work. In 
the hall itself are three beautiful eques- 
trian statues of bronze, resting on 
colossal sockets. Tho central figure is 
that of the Emperor, with mantle, hol- 
mot and flying pluiuo, thu right hand 
raised. An inscription says this was u 
gift from the Emperor on the sixtieth 
anniversary of Moltke's service. To 
the right of this statue is an artistically 
oxecutod oopy of Ranch's monument 
of Fredorick the Croat. On tho third 
plinth stands tho oxcellont equestrian 
statue of Moltko himself, a gift of the 
great general staff. On the walls of the 
vestibule are large bronze busts of tho 
Prussian King, witli thosoof tho Crown 
Prince and Prince F'rederick Charles. 
Entering the sitting-room we find it 
simply fni'iilshotl, giving a true picture 

of thu Field Marshal i moderty. Here 

is tho low hold bed, with a plain writing 
desk, whilo largo maps liana; on the 
walls. In tha upper rooms of thecastlo 
are many family portraits. In then 
r joins, too, are kopt the gifts made to 
the Count f r uu fr.no to tint.;. Bsneath 
a glass shade is a small marble bust Of 
Napoleon 1(1,. a gift of tho late Fi ettuh 
Emperor t° Moltke, mado when lie 
was ut the height of his power. Bronze 
busts of the latu Grand Duke of Meck- 
lenburg, of the King of Saxony, 
nnd portraits of tho Emperor, 
tho Crown Prince and Prince 
Frederick Charles alio adorn the 
rooms. All theso works of n't 
were the gilts of tho PfMOM them- 
selves, and wore aoeoinmuiod by eur- 
dial words expressing high praise o( 
this fa thful conns dor. Count von 
Moltke likes, when staving here, to go 
over his li 'Ids ami prune tho young 
trees planted in thu park. Home-grown 
fruit mint appear on the table, and tho 
Count then speaks with prid; to his 
guests of the produce of Ins lauds. The 
school which no has built is ofton vis- 
ited by him, anil he listens to the teach- 
Inif, questioning tho young ones him- 
self at times. It was late at night 
when wo left tho portal of the castle by 
moonlight. On the corner pillars rise 
gladiators larger than life-size, They 
keep guard at tho entrance of the resi-

A SYRIAN'S STORY. 

Thrilling Narratl.. of a Terrible Masaaere 
of Chrlatiana 111 UnmMCUl. 

A gentleman of medium height and 
slender built, with black hair and dark 
comploxion, appeared before a iraall 
audience in the chapel of tho Woodland 
Avenue Presbyterian Church not long 
ago. It was understood that he waa to 
make a missionary address, but ho sur- 
prised his hearers with something rtv 
■freshingly differcntfroiu the stereotyped 
missionary dissertation. As an ex- 
ample of conciseness and good English 
tho effort should have been heard by 
many ministers. The spoaker was Mr. 

Mnlhanna E. Barakat, of Syria, now « 

Undent at Auburn Theological Semi- 
nary. He took as his text the words of 
God to Saul, f mnd in tho ninth chapter 
ot Acts: "Saul! Saul! why porsoeutcst 
thou mo?" 

Tho speaker said that Syria U oc- 
cupied by two classes, the proper resi- 
dents, who are descendants of the 
I'luvniciaiis, and who are descended 
from tho time of tho npOStltS. The 
others nru the Mohammedans, the im- 
ported Inhabitants. Tho Capital of the 
country ia Damascus, a city of 100,000 
inhabitants, UO.'W of 'whom are 
Mohammedans, who persecute the 
Christiana. Approaching Damascus - 
nn open spaco which will be 
pointed out to the visitor as the very 
spot where Saul heard tho voieu: 
•'Saul, Saul, why pcrserutest thou mo?" 
l'hi! street mentioned in the Acts as the 
slreot called Straight is not straight, 
ami the Acts is careful to explain that 
it is merely called Straight. Mr. Mnl- 
hanna lived in Damascus near this 
street. Ho referred frequently and 

with bitter emphasis to (he Mohamme- 
dans who conquered tho country and 
subjected to til - sword all whorcfuse.lt) 
accept their religion. The very same 
Islam means to conquer. The belief 
of the Mohammedans is that God 
is just to punish other nations, 
whito His mercy is oxtendod to- 
ward tho Mohammedans. They de- 
clare that at the day oi judgment the 
people will be gathered by nations, the 
Christians headed by Christ, the Islam- 
ites by Mohammed, and so on. Each 
nation led by its prophet will be re- 
quired to walk a narrow way like tho 
edge of a sword. Thus in single tile 
they will bj walking toward Heaven, 
when suddenly thoro will como a cry 
from Ileavon and all will tumblo down 
to hell. Anothor soct will fry it and 
meet tho same fato. Finally only the 
Mohammedans will remain, and they, 
conducted by Mohammod, will hoar a 
voico from Hoavon crying: "A sinful 
nation but a merciful God. welcome!" 
Their heaven will bo a large garden 
with fruits. Their angels will bo wait- 
ers to serve thorn with roast beef and 
all luxuries. 

The most thrilling part of tho address 
was the Syrian's story of tho terriblo 
massacre in Damascus twenty-six years 
ago. He said: "Ono evening my fathor 
returned homo earlier than usual, and 
we children heard him talkingseriously 
with mothor about danger of an out- 
break among the Mohammedans. Next 
morning my brother and I, then small 
boys, went to school ai usual. Soon 
wo heard screaming, and the teachers 
ran away. Wo emerged from tho 
school building to soo the houses in 
flames. The women whose husbands, 
sons and brothers had been murdered 
bv the Mohammedans had taken refugo 
in a house and we ran in among them. 
Then tho mob burned the school-house. 
We finally mulo nn effort to roach 
home, but we found tho buildings on 
the street oalled Straight, through 
which we had lo pass, on lire, and we 
could not get through. Baek of us was 
the mob, in front of us tho fire. A 
Mohammedan found us crying and 
bade us follow him. Many Moham- 
medans b red Christian children U> their 
houses and murdered them. Wo ex- 
pected tho same fate and refused to 
go. Then another Mohammedan lifted 

an axe dripping with blood over us as 
if to kill us, and we ran to tho first- 
mentioned Mohammedan, for we saw 
he had no weapon. Ho proved to bo a 
kind man and kept us concealed nine 
days. Our parents and sisters had 
taken refuge in the castle, and I oan 
notdescribe the scene when our mother 
learned that her boys wore alivo, and 
when tho family waa again united for 
tho first tiino after the massacre. It was 
proved to be the hist time. My father 
was out to get food for the children 
and was never again soon alive. My 
mother frautically soarchod for him. 
She asked a man if ho hail seen my 
fathor. His only reply was to show a 
blood-stained weapon. My mother 
understood then. She novcr recovered 
from tho shock. Then my sister, hav- 
ing no one to care for hor, died. Tlio 
others of us finally sought safety in 
Alexandria, and there again wo wore 
compelled to pass through another ter- 
rible massacre of Christians by Mo- 
hammedans. We fled to America, the

Frank James' Cousins, 



William Morrison Killed by 
a Sheriff's Posse While 
Resisting Arrest. 

A Desperate Encounter at 
Short Mange. 



JOHN HOBBISON ABBESTED AF- 
TER A FIERCE FUSILADE 
WITH FIRE-ARMS. 



A sanguinary battle was fought in 
tills county Tuesday afternoon by 
Sheriff Boyd and two other ofllccrs 
ou one side and Win. Morrison and 
his brother John and others on the 
other side. The light resulted in the 
death of Win. Morrison, who was 
allot and wounded so badly by Sher- 
iff Boyd that ho lived less than au 
hour afterwards. In order that the 
affair may be thoroughly understood 
It is uocessary lo go back to the be- 
ginning and glvo the facts connected- 
ly. 

nil Mill i, IS -A I. TBOUIILR. 

On the fourth Saturday in Janu- 
ary 1884, Win. Morrison was at the 
little town of l.amaseo in Lyon coun- 
ty, and met there a man named Tim 
Mitchell, with whom hehad previous- 
ly had a fuss. They had some words 
and Morrison started home and 
Mitchell called to him to wait, that he 
would lido with him and talk over 
tho difficulty. They lived on Iho 
came road and left Lamasco together. 
They continued to quarrel and when 
they had reached a point near Mitch- 
ell's house they stopped and words 
ran so high, that Morrison proposed 
to "settle It" there and drew a pistol 
and shot at Mitchell. Tho latter wont 
to his house and returned witli his 
brother and renewed the quarrel, bill 
Morrison left without any further 
shooting. Tho history of this old 
fuss is learned from a responsible 
gentleman who knew the facts in the 
case. Morrison was at Hint time a 
boy of HI years of age and was re- 
garded as a very clover youth, who 
bore a pretty good reputation. Dur- 
ing 188-1 bo lived in Lyou county, In 
1885 ho wont to Tennessee and this 
year returued and lived at bis fath- 
er's in this county, who bought the 
Tom Mitchell place near the Caldwell 
line last fall. All Ibis timetlic young 
man had not been molested for some 
unaccountatlo reason, although it is 
said ho made no special effort to keep 
out of the way. 

an enteii ditibo. 

About two weeks ago Sheriff John 
Hoyit received a warrant from Lyon 
county against Will Morrison for 
breach of (be pi ace, the offense be- 
ing as above narrated. 

This warrant was placed in Hie 
hands of Deputy Sheriff Gordon 
llaubcry, who went in search of his 
man on Nov. 29lh. He proceeded to 
the residence of Chesterlield Morri- 
son, the young man's father. The 
old man's place is about 17 miles 
northwest of this city ou the line be- 
tween llaiubridge and Scales' Mill 
district and not far from the Cald- 
well county line. The place was 
found after a hard day's riJing and 
Mr. Hanbery staid all night with a 
neighbor and wcut over the next 
morning early to make tho arrest. 
Morrison and his brother John were 
at home. John came out to the gate 
and Hanbery told ills business. He 
thou turned and went back luto the 
house and the officer followed. Pass- 
ing through the front room John 
Mot i i-on went into a rear room and 
got down a shot-guu, according to 
llaubery's itatemout. The latter in 
the meantime eecing William sitting 
in the front room with his father in- 
formed him of his business. Win. 
remarked that he didn't want to hurt 
anybody or got hurt himself, but lie 

ould not be arrested. John then 
spoke up and told Hanbery that lie 
had two loads of buckshot which he 
proposed to put in any mau who 
tried to arrest Bill. Ifanbcry hasten; 
nd to assuro them both tb«t they 
need not empty their weapons on hit 
aceouut, but that it would be best for 
Bill to go along, aa the charge was 
not one of any great Importance. Bill 
gave him to understand that ho 
would never surrender and the offi- 
cer dropped the subject, although he 
did not leave for au hour. Tho fam- 
ily chatted pleasantly with him and 
John borrowed his pistol and went 
out in the yard to shoot it. He liked 
it so well that he proposed to trade 
his gun for it, which proposition was 
declined. When Hanbery left he 
told them good-bye cordially and 
was invited to call agaiu by tho old 
gentleman when ho was not ou such 
disagreeable business. He told them 
that the sheriff might be expect- 
ed and that Bill would be ar- 
reted unless lie left the COUIlty. 
William assured blip that he eunhl 
he found at home and that nobody 
could take him and that ho could call 
in onough friends to defy any posso 
that might bo sent to arrest him. All 
of this Hanbery reported and on laet 
Tuesday Sheriff Boyd, Constable H. 
E. Wiley and special deputy J. E. 
Ciiburuc, started out lo bring him in 

DEAD On ALIVE. 

They wero well armed, Sheriff 
Boyd having a double-barreled shot 
gun and pistol and the other officers 
having pistols of the latest improved 
make. The officers reached the Mor- 
rison residenco at about 1:30 o'clock 
the same day. The house la a log 
building with two rooms and a hall 
and a narrow porch ou one side, tho 
end of the house being to tho road, 
which was about 20 yards distant. 
Tho following diagram will give the 
reader a correct Idea of the surround- 
ings : 
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a, gate; li, front door; c, able iloor; e, lloyil's 
LHMltlun; f unit x, Wlluy and CUb time; U, liill 
Morriaou'a puaitlou. 

Boyd called from the gate and Bill 
Morrison came out, evidently ignor- 
ant of the business of tho officers, as 
he did not know any of thorn. Boyd 
asked his name and being told re- 
marked that he bad a warrant for 
his arrest ami also one for his brother, 
John, for resisting au officer. Bill re- 
plied,"Not for me I reckon ?" "Yes for 
you," and as Boyd said this Hill turn- 
ed to go back to the house. Boyd or- 
dered him to halt and jumped from 
his horse. Bill began to draw his pis- 
tol with tho remark, "Shoot and be 
g— d d— d if you can shoot quicker 
than I can." At the same instant 
John Morrison opeucd lire on Wiley 
and Ciiburuc from tho side door c, 
the distance being about 40 yards. 
Boyd fired on Hill just as he got his 
pistol out and befell mortally wound- 
ed with tho contents of ono barrel of 
the gun In his side, and the pistol 
dropped from his bauds. In the 
meantime Wiley and Cliburne were 
keeping up a regular fusilade on the 
house. John had emptied botli bar- 
rels of his gun, ono at Cliburne and 
the other at Wiley. Neither of then 
was hurt but, Wiley had a bullet-hole 
made in his hat and a flngor saraped 
by a bail. They tin il a uuinbcr of shots 
at John, and Boyd, who was fired at 
from the front door,retui'iicd the shols 
with such rapidity that John and 
the old gentleman both ran out at 
the side door and held up tlioirhands 
lo surrender. About twolvo or fif- 
teen allots wero flrod in all. John 
Morrison was speedily put under ar- 
rest aud handcuffed, after an ugly 
knife had been taken from him. 
Boyd theuatarteil to Investigate Bill's 
wound, but the mother, who Is a sec- 
ond cousin of Frank James, eo'med 
a piece of plank and rought him off. 
There were in the houso beiidcs the 
three men, five women. Before they 
left a young man named Ed, Hamil- 
ton came in. The officers loft with- 
out finding out the nature of Bill's 
wound, but the news was brought 
i lie following day that the wounded 
mau lived less than an hour. John 
waa brought lo the city and lodged 
in jail where he now is. His trial 
ha i been set for next Wednesday aud 
The I' 'elands have been retained for 
the defense. His charge is resisting 
an officer and shooting with intent 
to kill. 

THE OTIIEB suit:. 

Morrison was Interviewed by a re- 
porter Wednesday morning In the 
Jail. He denies that lie took down 
tho gun to shoot Hanbery and alleges 
that he did not shoot at the officers 
until after his brother had been shot, 
lie was very bitter against the of 
(leers aud was still full of fight Ho 
talked freely and gave his age as 25 
\ car-. He is a rather good looking 
young fellow, with a full face, spsrsc, 
dark moustache anil piercing daik 
eyea. lie said besides Ids wife and 
mother, Mrs. Ashby and her daugh- 
ters, Misses Ligaic and Mollie, were 
present aud W. E. Hamilton came 
soon after tho shoollug. lie said he 
would have killed Cliburne the Diet 
shot, but the gun fired too quick. He 
shot at Wiley with the other barrel. 
He would not have surrendered but 
his ammunition gave out. He de- 
nied that more than two shots were 
fired from the house— the two he 
fired from the guu himself. 

Tho young mau killed was 22 years 
old on the 24th of last August. Holosl 
his lifo in a foolish attempt to defy 
(he law. There is no question but 
that both of (he Morrisons were dead 
game. They are kin to (lie James 
boys and aro fighters who never 
yield. Even now John's sp!rit is 
uiiconquered and unconquerable and 
he breathes vengeance with every 
breath. His brother was foolhardy 
and reckless aa moll as bravo and his 
own words and actions left the Sher- 
iff no alternative but a resort to the 
extremes! measures, 

The body of Bill Morrison was 
taken to Lyon county for interment. 
Jno. B. Morrison, who is under at- 
rest, has a wife and ouo child and 
livos willi his father's family.

Ed. Kentuckian : 

After having boon slitit off from 
coniiiiiiiiiuation with the outsitle 
world for moro than two weeks, it is 
again my privilege to Inform you of 
the doings and misdoings of this 
locality. 

Our usual shooting scrape took 
place on Saturday evening last. The 
parties were a man named Ladd 
(white) who shot at Beauregard 
Davie, alias Stark, (col.) live times, 
it is said, without effect. As usual 
too no trial of the case has been had, 
therefore I am unable to give you 
any farther particulars. This is not 
Icbs than the llfth, and I believe sixth, 
shooting affair which has occurred 
in our village in the last four mouths 
and no investigation has ever, so far 
as I know, been held, and I heard old 
Iko say, "Somebody is gwlno to get 
hurt at dat foolishness yet." So I 
think, unless it is put a slop to by a 
vigorous enforcement of the law. 

A bold robbeiy also occurred on 
the next night after the shooting. 
Some ono, or more, entered the house 
of Amanda Coleman, col., and ah 
M raided therefrom a trunk contain 
ing $13 and a lot of clothing. The 
trunk and clothing were found the 
next day in a Held near by but the 
return of "non eat inventus" has been 
made as regards the money. Hut I 
won't tell you any moro bad tidings 
about our town for as tho doting 
mother said when her first born in- 
I'aut was presented to her enraptured 
gaze, "God knows you are ugly but 
the Lord knows your mammy loves 
you," and so I say. 

Our neighbor Mrs. K. J. Fleming 
had the misfortune to lose her house 
and nearly all of its contents by tire 
about two weeks ago. It is not 
known how it caught. It was worth 
three and perhaps four thousand dol- 
lars and, 1 have been informed, was 
insured for $2,500. The loss will fall 
heavily upon her and it is hoped that 
the Insurance companies will prompt- 
ly and fairly respond to their obliga- 
tions. Instead of trying, aB they so 
often do, to take advantage of one's 
necessities and all hilt force them to 
a compromise, which practically 
amounts to a surrender of the claims 
of the insurer. 

John Taylor, a young man raised 
in this neighborhood but at present 
living near I^ongvicw, was chopping 
in a new-ground one day last week 
and was struck on the head by a fall 
ing limb. His situation was deem 
cd very critical for several days, bill 
when last heard from was reported 
as convalescing and it is now hoped 
he is quite well again. John is one 
of our cleverest boys and much sym 
pathy and regret has been expressed 
on account of his painful accident.
